Mr. MOSS. Mr. Speaker, the Sacra- 
mento'Bcc-on August 1, 19GG, editorially 
comments upon recent developments 
relating; to the CIA. It seems that this 
Money has recently been involved in a 
series of episodes more nearly resembling 
the script of ‘'Batman" than that of a 
responsible agency of the Government, 
with tremendous power for good or evil', 
with the ability to constructively or de- 
structively contribute to the image of the 
United States.

I here is a widespread suspicion, which 
is not without bash, in fact in the eyes of 
some, that the CIA has operated on 
occa::on outside the law right here at 
home. This is an allegation which de- 
serves— indeed requires— further exami- 
nation.
